Governor , 

Here are a few of the highlighted Senate pre-filed bills. I'll work on the House now. 



SB 192 DYSON - Relating to the state budget, to performance of state agencies, including 
the judicial branch, and to missions and desired results to be applied to certain 
expenditures by state agencies; and providing for an effective date. SUMMARY: This is 
essentially a missions U measures bill, a pet theme of Dyson's and something he really 
wants to push—accountability for agencies„.or, "results-based government designed to 
increase efficiency and effectiveness of state programs and services." This would feature 
a semi-annual report to the legislature, by the agencies, outlining their performance, and 
a prioritizing of agency functions. For each new budget item, the agency must identify 
the mission and desired results the new item is intended to address. This also applies to 
the UA and judicial branch. 



SB 198 WIELECHOWSKI AHD THOMAS - Extending the statute of limitations for the filing of 
complaints with the Alaska Public Offices Commission involving state election campaigns, 
reducing the period in which an elected candidate may continue to accept contributions; 
limiting the quantity of unused campaign contributions a candidate may transfer to a 
political party; increasing the penalty for a lobbyist or employer of a lobbyist who fails 
to properly register or file a report; and extending the statute of limitations for 
prosecutions of violations of the Alaska Election Code. SUMMARY: Allows for an 
administrative complaint to be filed within four years (instead of one year) after the 
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date of the alleged violation. It is also retroactive to apply to allegations one-year 
prior to the effective date of the bill. The bill increases the penalty for late filing 
of campaign reports from $lO/day to $50/day. There are also aspects to this bill dealing 
with campaign donations that will need further review. I'm not comfortable enough to say 
whether it's too far-reaching. We decided to drop a bill dealing with the statute of 
limitations issue once we realized Wielechowski would have the upper hand on passage. We 
have directed APOC, DOA and Law to help Wielechowski in any way that is needed to craft 
his legislation. 



SB 199 THERRIAULT - Extending the statute of limitations for the filing of complaints with 
the Alaska Public Offices Commission involving state election campaigns. SUMMARY: Allows 
for an administrative complaint to be filed within four years (instead of one year) after 
the date of the alleged violation. 



SB 2 00 THERRIAULT - Making it a crime for a public servant to fail to report certain 
criminal conduct. SUMMARY: This would make it a Class A misdemeanor and deals with 
coercion, extortion and perjury. 



SB 201 WIELECHOWSKI - Relating to the establishment and maintenance of an Internet website 
providing public finance information; and identifying the information to be available on 
the Internet website. SUMMARY: It sets a date of October 1, 2009 to have the website up 
and running. Annette Kreitzer is working on her response to this bill; "I will thank the 
Senator for his support of the $40.0 million borrowing authority that I think was in the 
FY08 budget (my office is checking the facts on our response to this) - and that Gov. 
Palin is well on the way to replacing antiquated technology with a more open, transparent 
process. And we look forward to his continued support for these efforts..." 



SB 202 WIELECHOWSKI - Relating to expenditures in aid of or to implement the provisions of 
the federal Real ID Act. SUMMARY: This is a one-liner, stating that "The commissioner of 
public safety and the commissioner of administration may not expend funds in aid of or to 
implement or assist in the implementation of the federal Real ID Act of 2005." 



S3 203 WIELECHOWSKI - Requiring a legislator to abstain from voting on questions affecting 
an enterprise if the legislator or member of the legislator's immediate family has a 
financial interest in the enterprise that is substantial, and requiring a legislator to 
abstain from taking or withholding official action or exerting official influence in 
certain matters in which the legislator's action or influence could benefit another 
person. SUMMARY: This one should be controversial as it has seemingly far-reaching 
implications for those legislators with family members that have ties to certain 
businesses. It also addresses undue influence which would seem to be difficult to prove. 
Law will have to further review this bill. 



SB 215 HUGGINS - Relating to issuance of identification cards and to issuance of driver's 
licenses; and providing for an effective date. SUMMARY: This attempts to prevent illegal 
immigrants from obtaining a driver's license.

The Department of Administration has advised us of the following changes to travel 
reimbursements effective January 1, 2008. 

The mileage reimbursement rate has been increased to $.505 per mile, concurrent 
with the change to the IRS standard mileage rate. 

Travelers who are in travel status for more than 12 hours but not in travel status 
overnight will still be entitled to a meal and incidental expense allowance (M&IE) if 
they are in travel status for at least three consecutive hours during a meal period, 
but these payments will now be included as taxable compensation on employee W-2s 
in accordance with direction received from the Internal Revenue Service. Travel 
reimbursements for same day travel for M&IE allowances will be processed through 
payroll. 

Travelers who wish to avoid a tax consequence as a result of same day travel M&IE 
allowance should indicate on their TA that no per diem is requested. There are no 
changes to other expense reimbursements related to same day travel. Those 
reimbursements will continue to be processed by the travel section.

The suspect ( Privileged or Perj) was on a home visit to his mother's 



house (where the state previously removed him from) and the mother was 
intoxicated & allowed the child to drink alcohol when the murder 
occurred. it's a horrible situation in which the State of Alaska 
needs to be accountable for -- there's people working in positions 
that made decisions that allowed this horrific event to take place and 
we need someone to step in from outside of Dillingham to review it. 
The family of the victim is from a village and I'm sure has no idea of 
the circumstances of the case and aren't red-tape savvy to inquire 
themselves.

Palin quite correct in opposing endangered listing for polar bears 

Gov. Sarah Palin justified her opposition to listing polar bears under the Endangered Species Act in 
the Daily News ("Alaska takes seriously its job of protecting polar bears," Dec. 18). She believes 
polar bears should be conserved, but ESA is not the way to address climate change. Her position 
was criticized by Kassie Siegel (Dec. 24), Diane Pleninger (Dec. 26) and Jean Kollantai (Jan. 3). 
I agree with Gov. Palin that It is inappropriate to use the ESA of one country for one species to 
address global climate change. 

Also, consider the role of federal and state government. Pleninger believes the state has no 
decision-making role for ESA. It is true that federal biologists have monopolized the writing, 
reviewing and editing of ESA documents, but states are supposed to get special consideration and 
all citizens can participate. 

Federal jurisdiction is actually inappropriate considering the 10th Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution: 

"The powers not delegated to the United States by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the 
States, are reserved to the States respectively, or to the people." 

Wildlife management is properly relegated to the states. The ESA is sometimes justified under the 
interstate commerce clause of the Constitution, but this is contrived. Regardless, in the United 
States, polar bears occur in only one state, Alaska, so even the ICC justification is invalid in this 
case. The governor is doing her duty by exercising state jurisdiction.

Good morning Mr. Hoizman 

You are correct we are holding a workshop on Tuesday, the 8 th from 6PM to 8PM to work on the Willow Lake use 
plan. And yes, the department has the authority under applicable statute to 'take" property as you say under the 
aegis of safety of aviation. While this is an option available to the department (it's available for acquisition of 
lands for roads, utilities, trails, public facilities, etc) the department has looked directly at this scenario and has 
determined that it is not in the best interest of the State to formally establish runways on the fake because to do 
so would require runways being established on ail water bodies owned or operated by the State, thus we are not 
going to pursue this option. You asked if the State's "taking" would impact non-iake front owners. Yes, it could. 
Not only is there a transitional surface that affects those immediately on the lake but the approaches (safety 
areas) extend beyond the end of each runway to approximately 1,000 feet with a width of approximately 
500" (250* to either side of runway centerline). This distance could be increased depending on category of 
navigational aid or aircraft. Because the department will not pursue acquisition of private property to support 
runways on the lake, we have not asked our engineers to give us a detailed plat showing what lands couid be 
affected. 

t appreciate your suggestion Mike about giving the management authority over the lake back to DNR. As you are 
aware, the State has committed the entire airport holdings under a federal grant; Federal Aviation Administration, 
Airport Improvement Program. Under this program, the State signed a "grant assurances" document that requires 
the State to uphold all the provisions of the grant One such provision is that we not take or permit any action 
which would deprive the department of any of the rights and powers necessary to perform any or all of the terms, 
conditions, and assurances in the grant agreement. It goes on to say that the department will not transfer or 
dispose of our title or other interest in the property that has been committed under the grant Further, we are 
party to contracts (leases) with aviation users on the lake that DNR hasn't authority (they don't have authority 
under statute to operate an aviation facility, that right falls under DOT under AS 02 Aeronautics). 

You mentioned that DOT has few choices to maintain safety but many requirements and liabilities. While this is 
true, we are trying to establish a parity and mutual respect between lake users. I believe that there are options 
and alternatives that may not give everyone, whether aviation or recreational, the same freedom of actions as 
once they enjoyed but sufficient freedom of use that everyone will continue to be able to use and enjoy Hie lake 
but be more cognizant of other categories of use. This is where a lake use plan comes into effect. The 
attainment of success will be dependant on everyone working together and not at cross purposes. 

I've checked with Central Region and was toid that the letters were mailed December 31 st . The public notices 
were distributed the same day. I've attached a copy of the draft plan. Thanks for taking the time to write me and 
expressing your views. See you at the meeting.

Good morning Mr. Boyd. 

Thank you for taking the time to write expressing your view about Willow Lake and a lake use plan. While 
I personally agree that the issues between aviation and recreational use of the lake could be fixed at the 
local level, the comments I have received indicate that there is a need for clear standards for lake use that 
will be known by everyone. We appreciate the fact that there hasn't been an accident on Willow Lake 
between a watercraft and an aircraft. However, as you have been on the lake for 18 years, I believe you 
can attest to the fact that there is a considerable increase in lake use by both recreational users and 
aircraft. Until a few years ago, the amount of comments we received in complaint of one user or another 
was very few and far between. The number and amount of complaints we received each year for the last 
three years indicates that there are problems that must be addressed. It was offered at a public meeting 
that a lake use plan be developed. There is merit to that suggestion. 

Over the initial years of compliant, the State supported resolution of the issues by the users. However, 
resolution hasn't happened. When there isn't a middle ground that everyone is willing to accept, and 
safety has become compromised, it is. the responsibility of the State, as owner of the lake to initiate action 
that will lead to resolution. Thus, we will work toward implementing a use plan. The focus of the 
workshop tomorrow will be multi-use. I anticipate a few more such meeting between now and the start of 
the summer season, when a plan will be implemented. 

I checked with Central Region and was informed that letters were mailed December 31 , and a public 
notice was published and posted the same day. I guess you could say Gary that our motives are to 
develop a safe operating environment for all users of Willow Lake and I hope you will be a participant in 
achieving this goal by attending this and follow-up workshops. Again, thanks for writing and expressing 
your views.

Almost three months ago I sent the email below and these three attachments requesting 
State action to cover the emergency response costs being experienced in Kivalina. I 
have had no formal response and there does not appear to have been a state disaster 
declaration. 

Alaska Village Electric Cooperative has spent $570,000 to respond to the September 
13/14, 2008 storms, culminating in relocating 10 of its 13 tanks to an area deemed to be 
safer than their prior location. AVEC does not have the financial wherewithal to simply 
absorb an operating expense of this magnitude and we have repeatedly requested 
assistance from the State, with no results. 

There appears to be a perception that, because AVEC is a cooperative serving 53 
villages, we should be able to incur an expense such as this and spread the cost 
between all 53 villages. The question that must be posed is - if this had happened in 
Buckland or Deering, would the local electric utility be expected to absorb such a cost? 
The answer is - no, not only could they not do that, they would simply have been unable 
to accomplish the tank move and, no doubt, the State would have stepped in and done 
it for them. 

There is no justification for treating AVEC any differently that any other small local 
essential service provider that is under threat. The State of Alaska and the US Coast 
Guard summoned AVEC to a meeting in late September and essentially directed us to 
proceed with moving the tank farm. Two weeks earlier, the Coast Guard informed 
AVEC that our 100,000 gallons of fuel were an imminent threat to the community due to 
the rapidly eroding shoreline adjacent to the tank farm. At that time, our fuel supplier 
had already been contacted by ADEC and the USCG to explore the possibility of 
removing the fuel from the community. AVEC was willing to remove the fuel, but it could 
not have been brought back to the community again by barge. At that time, the 
Department of Homeland Security informed AVEC that we could be liable for million of 
dollars in damages should our actions precipitate an evacuation of the community and 
the USCG informed us that we could be liable for millions of dollars in cleanup costs 
should our fuel be spilled due to beach erosion. Relocation of the tank farm was 
deemed by the USCG, ADEC and DHS to be the best course of action. Assurances 
(verbal, of course) were given that State disaster funds would be forthcoming. 
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AVEC has been placed in an extremely uncomfortable position by the lack of action at the 
State level. Our only source of operating funds is from our membership. This project provided 
no benefit to anyone other than those residing in Kivalina and our board will have to consider 
recovering the costs from the electric consumers in Kivalina. This will mean a surcharge of 
about 50 cents a kilowatthour for all electricity sold in Kivalina over the next 12 months. 

I think it is unreasonable of the State of Alaska to not step up to the plate in a case like this 
where a bona fide disaster existed and continued to unfold. The community of Kivalina has 
responded to the best of their ability, as has AVEC. We should not be left holding the bag!

I apologize for the informal nature of this email, but I have authorized the commencement of an 
expensive project to relocate the AVEC tank farm in Kivalina, and in fact have received a 
"Kivalina Emergency Transfer Plan" (attached) from ADEC appropriating $25,000 to assist us 
in speeding up the fuel transfer if necessary. Of course, if the plan should be activated, ADEC 
has informed us that we would be billed for any expenditures they might make. 

The crux of the issue is that significant expenditures are being made by AVEC to respond to 
this ongoing disaster and, despite the Northwest Arctic Borough's September 25 th disaster 
declaration, there has been no action on the state's part other than the above mentioned 
action by ADEC. 

By the attached latter, I am urging you to please take whatever action is necessary to assist 
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AVEC and the community of Kivalina to respond to the untenable situation that we are in.

I am a proud mother of a soldier, my only son who is 18, is also my hunting partner of 
many years. I am a former Md. DNR Ranger /Naturalist, and a lady hunter. My son and I are 
grateful for our ability to walk to and from our hunts, enjoy all the beauty and peace of 
mind we find in the wilderness. We decided to share our abilities and recentlty started a 
program here in Maryland, called " Huntin' Buddy's " for disabled troops. An idea one year 
ago, one that has changed our lives, 

I am the founder and coordinator of this volunteer service we provide to help our troops 
that are so badly injured to hunt again, most of which were hunting prior to deployment. 
We have gone to Array hospitals and met many soldiers, I arrange hunts, transportation, 
lunch, woodland camo. clothing by donations, and depend on our volunteers to arrive ready 
to help. We have had several deer and goose hunts in 07' with some patients who are 
amputees. We carry them into woodlands and marsh, and lakesides, form groups and sit next 
to the soldiers during our hunts. They love getting outdoors again and feeling safe with 
our groups, I also assist them to handle bows and firearms again with their disabilities 
on target ranges. However, Maryland Game laws are written so that these troops have to 
take Hunter safety and buy a Md. license, which would only be used on a very minimum 
basis, some only once.

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tates, So far, I have taken our troops out in the field with the understanding that they 
cannot hold a weapon during a hunt. (I find this to be unusual after they just fought for 
our country, and lost limbs in the process.) .

How would I get some kind of 
special exception permit made for our disabled soldiers ?

If 
they don't make this move, they are fearful that they would have spent almost $600 million 
with nothing to show for it but seismic data. Dry holes would be one thing, but nothing 
is unacceptable.

The consequence here is that the drilling that would most likely occur would be shallower 
and result in a longer period of time before they would know or be able to develop any 
discoveries. That means a year further from the real economic benefits in the form of 
jobs, but also a year further from increased throughput in TAPS. It is the increased TAPS 
throughput that affects the State's bottom line--to the tune of $65 million annually. 



Shell does intend to stick around. They are still going to commit one drill ship to the 
Beaufort, they will continue their seismic program (and research), and they are still very 
interested in the Chukchi lease sale next month. Of course, they are still extremely 
interested in Point Thomson! 



Also, Cam mentioned that Marvin Yodum would still like to catch up with you over the phone 
regarding a variety of issues, including their vision of LNG's place in the development of 
Alaska gas.

Mr. Stroman; 

Thankyou for your response to my E-mail dated 1-04-2008. 

I can see by your E-mail that you are starting to see the magnitude of what is happening to Willow Lake. 
Mr. Stroman, IF DOT maintains authority under the SAFETY OF AVIATION, you need to contact the 
FAA and insure you are complying with all regulations set forth by the FAA flight standards office and 
the FAR'S (Federal Aviation Regulations) . Willow Lake is very small. You do not have as many 
alternatives and options that you would on a larger Lake. You say that DOT does not wish to take 
property, and designate runways at this time in best interest of the State. Instead, you are accepting 
Liability for altitude violations for all approach and departures for 360 degrees around the lake over 
populated areas. Should an accident accure, and it be proven that DOT had authority under SAFETY 
OF AVIATION and knowledge of non compliance of ANY regulation set forth by the FAA Flite 
Standards, or FARS and made no effort to comply for any reason, would not only be LIABLE, but after a 
period of time could be considered criminal. 

Mr. Stroman, When you made indications of property seizures under SAFETY OF AVIATION at your 
first meeting, and many times since. You brought reat estate law into effect. Property owners must 
notify potential buyers of the possible seizure of their property or face possible legal consequences. 
Whether or not the state implements the seizure, makes no difference. DOT authority under SAFETY 
OF AVIATION (if maintained) may require seizure of property. It may not be a choice. The property 
owners have a right to know if their property is in jeopardy under SAFETY OF AVIATION. So once 
again I ask. Specifically which pieces of real estate on and around Willow Lake are under the threat of 
seizure by the state?. 

I am aware of ( Federal grants, airport improvement programs, grant assurances, teases, etc.) that DOT 
is party to. Research, documentation and communications with many state offices and the FAA is 
beginning to indicate that Willow Lake itself may not have effect or technically be connected with any 
programs connected to Willow Airport (Airport Improvement Program).The FAA has varified that they 
have no interest or investment in Willow Lake. Therefore any grant moneys that DOT has received for 
Willow Airport are specific to the upland Airport and have nothing to do with Willow Lake. This is an 
avenue that you yourself might persue if you are truly Interested In the best use, and best interest of 
state lands. 

As far as the DOT leases located on the upland shores of Willow Lake, these uplands are part of ILMT 
ADL 22488. Willow Lake (the water surface of the lake is under ILMT ADL 18500. So relinquishment 
of ADL 18500 would not involve DOTs upland leases(ie, Willow Air Taxi).

Good morning Mr. Holzman 

You are correct we are holding a workshop on Tuesday, the 8" 1 from 6PM to 8PM to work on the Willow Lake 
use plan. And yes, the department has the authority under applicable statute to "take" property as you say 
under the aegis of safety of aviation. While this is an option available to the department (it's available for 
acquisition of lands for roads, utilities, trails, public facilities, etc) the department has looked directly at this 
scenario and has determined that it is not in the best interest of the State to formally establish runways on the 
lake because to do so would require runways being established on all water bodies owned or operated by the 
State, thus we are not going to pursue this option. You asked if the State's "taking" would impact non-lake 
front owners. Yes, it could. Not only is there a transitional surface that affects those immediately on the lake 
but the approaches (safety areas) extend beyond the end of each runway to approximately 1,000 feet with a 
width of approximately 500" (250' to either side of runway centerline). This distance could be increased 
depending on category of navigational aid or aircraft. Because the department will not pursue acquisition of 
private property to support runways on the lake, we have not asked our engineers to give us a detailed plat 
showing what lands could be affected. 

I appreciate your suggestion Mike about giving the management authority over the lake back to DNR. As you 
are aware, the State has committed the entire airport holdings under a federal grant; Federal Aviation 
Administration, Airport Improvement Program. Under this program, the State signed a "grant assurances" 
document that requires the State to uphold all the provisions of the grant. One such provision is that we not 
take or permit any action which would deprive the department of any of the rights and powers necessary to 
perform any or all of the terms, conditions, and assurances in the grant agreement. It goes on to say that the 
department will not transfer or dispose of our title or other interest in the property that has been committed 
under the grant. Further, we are party to contracts (leases) with aviation users on the lake that DNR hasn't 
authority (they don't have authority under statute to operate an aviation facility, that right falls under DOT 
under AS 02 Aeronautics) . 

You mentioned that DOT has few choices to maintain safety but many requirements and liabilities. While this 
is true, we are trying to establish a parity and mutual respect between lake users. I believe that there are 
options and alternatives that may not give everyone, whether aviation or recreational, the same freedom of 
actions as once they enjoyed but sufficient freedom of use that everyone will continue to be able to use and 
enjoy the lake but be more cognizant of other categories of use. This is where a lake use plan comes into 
effect. The attainment of success will be dependant on everyone working together and not at cross purposes. 

I've checked with Central Region and was told that the letters were mailed December 31 s1 . The public notices 
were distributed the same day, I've attached a copy of the draft plan. Thanks for taking the time to write me 
and expressing your views. See you at the meeting.

I understand you are having a meeeting Jan. 8, 2008 ref. Willow Lake. One of the main issues for property 
owners is that you and Mr. Von scheben indicated in letters and E-mails that DOT, STILL maintains authority 
to TAKE property from land owners under SAFETY OF AVIATION. Beings this is the situation. I'm 
understanding that this threat exists on ail properties on the Lake. The question will be asked if this threat 
pertains to any properties off the Lake and specifically which ones? Could you please answer this question? 
Mr. Stroman, I still maintain a request that you cease all negotiations for a Lake Plan on Willow Lake. You are 
indicating to property owners that they have many choices and options to this Lake plan. If DOT Authority is 
maintained under SAFETY OF AVIATION as you and Mr Von Scheben have indicated the choices DOT has 
are few, and your REQUIREMENTS and LIABILITIES are many. 

May I suggest, that DOT REVISIT THE POSSIBILITY of Authority of Willow Lake reverting back to DNR 
UNDER GENERAL USE as this type of Authority is much more flexible. It would cure many of the obvious 
problems. It defmetely would be less expensive for DOT and property owners. Your leases CAN BE 
MAINTAINED under DNR. Check with them, and the Feds. WE DID. 

You might step back and take a look as to what is in the best interest, and best use of Willow Lake, for the 
Community of Willow, and the State NOW and in the FUTURE. I believe you will see that GENERAL USE is 
this BEST INTEREST of the public

Dear Governor Palin, 

Randy Rauro and I met with former Governor Hickel, Malcolm Roberts, Wally Hickel III, Mr. Aglieti 
and Mr. Crom about their plans for The Alaska School of Law. Their concept is different from what I had 
expected. It is not a result of Mr. Wickersham's interest in a law school. To the contrary, they propose a 
private law school. Aglieti and his partners (including Mr. Crom) are the prime organizers of a proposal 
for a law school. They have obtained the Hickel family endorsement because of their proposed three key 
policy "institutes" which would promote studies of 1) Native law, 2) environmental law and 3) the common 
ownership philosophy of Alaska . They envision a starting student body of 35-50. A starting faculty of 2 
plus a dean for a total of three people. They say they have unsuccessfully approached the University four 
years ago and were shot down because the University expected costs in excess of 40 million. They 
believe that the university is too institutionally biased to support it. Aglieti has talked to Wickersham but 
not to the point where they are working together. 

Aglieti claims they are seeking no money, just support or at least no opposition. Their project is 
premised on the assumption that the supreme court would pass a rule allowing students at a non- 
accredited law school to take the bar. If we oppose this project they believe it would kili the project. 

There is some ambiguity about the for profit status of the enterprise. Aglieti said they started as a for 
profit law school. Then they applied to change it, however, it is not clear from his answer whether it 
actually is a non-profit at this point. 

Randy and I are going to read their materials and meet next week to review our opinions on this. 
Then we will get back to you. 

If it is truly a concept for which they only seek neutrality or an endorsement then it is quite different 
from embracing a school that would cost millions. I will report back after I meet again with Randy.

The governor and many among our news media are painting a bleak picture of earmarks, 
suggesting they are there to be abused. Nothing could be further from the truth. Earmarks 
have been used for decades by many other senators from many other states and will continue 
to be used in the future in some other form. It's not like Sens. Stevens and Murkowski and 
Congressman Young have invented earmarks, or the projects the funding was going to be used 
for. These projects were requested by the State of Alaska or the residents of Alaska. 
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We elected our congressional delegation to go to Washington, D.C., to fight for funding 
for our state. It would seem that Palin's negative portrayal of the process has the 
potential to harm Alaska's stability and its future. 

On the one hand, Palin wants to tax the hell out of our biggest industries. At the same 
time, we need funding for infrastructure, health, education and public safety. By casting 
a shadow over all of it, she has now put so much of what we need at risk. Surely she 
doesn't think the state can pay for everything? 



I don't know where her advice is coining from, but it reminds me of the old fairy tale, 
"The Emperor's New Cloth.es." If this administration keeps this up, eventually the people 
will see there is nothing there. 

In the case of Gov. Palin, most of us can agree she was a very attractive candidate who 
knew exactly how to appeal to the widest possible audience. When you're trying to get 
elected, that's a strategy that's obviously very effective. But we're not in an election 
(or are we?) . We're at the point where the rubber meets the road. We're at the stage where 
we need more than rhetoric, more than promises, more than attacks on others. We heed 
results . 



Gov. Palin, Alaska needs policymakers who have vision. Alaska needs can-do builders who 
can start a project and see it through to the finish. Gov. Palin, Alaska needs leadership. 
We want you to succeed on Alaska's behalf, but giving up on federal funding leaves some 
serious questions.

WASHINGTON — The administration of Gov. Sarah Palin is betting on Canadian pipeline giant 
TransCanada to deliver on the state's long-held dream of developing a pipeline to carry 
North Slope natural gas to markets in the Lower 48. 

Critics of the plan argue it's a nonstarter without the participation of at least one of 
the three major oil companies that hold the rights to most of the 35 trillion cubic feet 
of proven gas reserves stranded at the northern edge of the state . 

If the major gas owners — Exxon Mobil, BP and ConocoPhillips — don't agree to ship their 
gas in the pipeline, opponents say, TransCanada won't be able to finance the multibillion 
pro j ect . 

Tony Palmer, TransCanada' s vice president of Alaska operations, says his company has 
considered a number of scenarios to make the $26 billion project a success, including 
offering shippers an equity stake and the possibility of the federal government assuming a 
larger role in the pipeline. 

*We think we can put forth an attractive offer to customers to entice them into taking 
shipping commitments in the pipeline," Palmer said. 

State officials have for years insisted that rising natural gas prices make a pipeline 
project economical, and projections by TransCanada seem to support that conclusion. The 
Calgary-based company estimates the three major gas owners combined would earn, on 
average, about $8.3 billion a year, after taxes and royalties, , simply by sending their gas 
to market through the pipeline. 

"We think the project is in the money," Palmer said. 

TransCanada based its estimate on a U.S. Energy Information Administration projected gas 
price at the Alberta hub of $5.18 per million British thermal units in today's dollars. 
The estimate assumes production costs of $1.50 per Mmbtu, 

Natural gas prices at the Alberta hub closed Wednesday at $7.28 per Mmbtu. 

Exxon, BP and Conoco, which hold the rights to 90 percent of the region's gas reserves, 
have said they won't sign on to a pipeline project without first reaching an agreement 
with the state on gas taxes . The companies want a guarantee the state won' t raise gas 
taxes until they've recovered their investment in the pipeline. 

Legislators have rejected previous attempts to freeze taxes as unconstitutional. 

Calls for comment to Exxon and BP officials were not returned in time for this article. A 
spokeswoman for ConocoPhillips declined to comment on the TransCanada proposal . 

Palmer said TransCanada would work with the gas owners to get them to participate in the 
project. 

Among the enticements TransCanada is proposing is a plan to offer participants in the 
initial open season — the event at which gas owners can commit their gas to the pipeline 
— the opportunity to take an equity position in the project. It's an appeal designed to 
align the interests of TransCanada, the state and potential shippers, Palmer said. 

TransCanada has also asked the U.S. Department of Energy to consider changes to the $18 
billion federal loan guarantee, which Congress approved in 2004, to protect shippers 
against potential cost overruns. Under the plan, any capital expense over the final cost 
estimate for the pipeline would not be considered by federal regulators in setting 
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transportation charges on the pipeline, which would protect shippers from higher than 
expected tariffs. 

TransCanada would be able to recoup the cost overruns through a shipping surcharge only if 
gas prices were above a certain threshold. 

"We're prepared to take some of the risks of the project in order to advance it," Palmer 
said. "We hope that will convince the companies to participate." 

The question of whether any of the North Slope producers will agree to use the pipeline to 
transport their gas to market could be answered sooner rather than later . TransCanada has 
proposed holding an initial open season in 2009 — two years earlier than required by 
state law. 

Drue Pearce, federal coordinator for the Alaska pipeline project, said TransCanada' s 
proposal could provide the leverage necessary to convince the gas owners to participate. 

"TransCanada' s plan, if they become the state's licensee and partner, will put the 
producers on the spot in 2009 during the binding open season," she said. 

Challenges 

Andrew Halcro, a former state lawmaker who ran for governor as an independent in 2 006, has 
been an outspoken critic of Palin and her efforts to get a gas pipeline built. 

Halcro believes the TransCanada proposal should have been disqualified because, in his 
view, it failed to comply with the Alaska Gasline Inducement Act, or AGIA, the law that 
set out the state's criteria for qualified projects. 

As an example, Halcro points to a provision in the application that states TransCanada may 
seek to establish a "mechanism through which the U.S. government would assume some or all 
of the initial risk of the project by acting as a bridge shipper." 

"The way it's worded in TransCanada' s proposal is that there are additional requirements 
that fall outside the scope of AGIA and should have disqualified it," Halcro said. 

Joe Ealash, special assistant on oil and gas issues to the governor, brushed aside 
Halcro' s criticism, saying the onetime lawmaker failed to review the full application. 

"All he did was read the executive summary," Balash said, "If you go through the meat of 
the application, it's very clear that they have met the requirements of AGIA, without any 
qualifications or conditions." 

The administration asked applicants to provide alternatives in case the project ran into 
roadblocks. TransCanada provided them, Balash said. 

"They had clearly put a lot of thought into the various contingencies and scenarios that 
might unfold here," he said. "We now have an opportunity to go in and determine whether we 
like their plan." 

Most importantly, Balash said, TransCanada is committed to pursuing pipeline certification 
by the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission, or FERC, regardless of whether an open season 
is successful.

As for the possibility that Congress might need to use the muscle of the federal treasury 
to advance the pipeline, Balash called it "intriguing" but said the application did not 
provide many details. He said the administration would delve deeper into the issue as the 
evaluation proceeds. 

Palmer said the idea of Congress acting as a "bridge -shipper" would only happen if the gas 
owners failed to bid for pipeline capacity during the open season. Under such a scenario, 
Congress would cover the pipeline's transportation fees until shippers agreed to send 
their gas through the pipeline . 
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"It is a way to ensure that the process would proceed," Palmer said. 

Halcro said he doesn't believe the U.S. government would agree to assume the risk of the 
shipping commitments. 

"I can't imagine a Democratically led Congress backstopping Exxon Mobil, ConocoPhillips, 
BP and a Canadian pipeline company," he said. "Especially while Alaska has $40 billion in 
the bank." 

Aides to Alaska Republicans Rep. Don Young and Sens. Ted Stevens and Lisa Murkovski said 
the delegation is committed to helping advance a pipeline project, but they declined to 
comment specifically on the TransCanada proposal until it has officially been selected by 
the state. 

FEEC would follow the direction of whatever statutes Congress decides to adopt, a 
spokeswoman for the commission said. 

Congressional aides said it would be unprecedented in recent history for the federal 
government to act as a backstop for a massive infrastructure project. 

Congress made similar public investments in infrastructure projects during World War II, 
but its focus over the past 60 years has been on promoting private enterprise. 

Aides point to the stalled FutureGen project, a public -private partnership to develop 
clean- coal technology that has been plagued with cost overruns, as an example of federal 
government's lack of appetite for investing in massive projects. 

Congress also balked at efforts in 2003 to set a $2 floor for national natural gas prices 
for the Alaska project. 

There's also concern among some members of Congress that the state is engaged in a game of 
chicken with the producers that could end up being dragged through the courts for years, 
aides said. 

The state has long told Congress to stay out of its way on the pipeline, and now it could 
be in for a rude reception if it comes hat-in-hand asking for help, aides said. 

Pearce remains optimistic that Congress will support the state when the time comes. 

"Since leaders in both parties believe the commercialization of Alaska's North Slope gas 
is vital to our economic security, the support of D.C. is likely to continue," she said. 
"If the' state and TransCanada are forced to come to D.C. to request additional federal 
assistance, Congress and the new administration will look at the situation at that time. 

"The playing field may well look much different than it looks today." 

State officials point out that the gas owners are bound, under the terms of their leases, 
by a duty to produce when it is economically feasible. The Palin administration believes 
that comes once a project reaches open season. Gas owners that fail to participate could 
face state revocation of their leases, Balash said. 

The state is already in the process of stripping the massive Point Thomson unit, which 
holds a third of the area's proven reserves, from operator Exxon.
